First Church, Shreveport, was nominated by G. E. Cameron, seconded by T. H. 
Morris; Crowley was nominated by C. D. Atkinson, seconded by F. S. Parker; 
First Church, Baton Eouge, was nominated by W. W. Drake. 

A rising vote gave Shreveport, First Church, 51; Crowley, 63; and Baton 
Itouge, First Church, 29. The vote was then taken on the highest two, and Shreve- 
port received 57 and Crowley 84. * . 

On motion of G. E. Cameron, the choice of Crowley was made unanimous.

J. H. Montgomery’s Application. — Question 5 was called: Who are read- 
mitted ? • 

J. H. Montgomery was recommended by the District Conference of the Alex- 
andria District, and the Committee of Admissions reported favorably. The 
question having been raised as to whether he had ever been in full connection 
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with the Conference, the matter of his eligibility was referred to the Committee 
on Admissions, and no action was taken. 

John L. Sutton presented the report of the Commission on Prison Work, which 
was adopted as follows: 

REPORT OF COMMISSION ON PRISON WORK.* 

In the study of this great question we feel that the prevention of crime and the re- 
forming of the criminal should always be held as the purpose in view. There are in 
the United States in our State and Federal prisons about 100,000 prisoners. This does 
not include reformatories and other institutions. There are in the State of Louisiana 
in its State prison about 2,000 prisoners; in jails and lockups, on an average, about 
3,000. 

With few exceptions our parish jails and lockups are more fit for the barbarians of 
the Dark Ages than for present-day conditions, being very unsanitary and in every 
sense uninhabitable for a human being. 

In 1908-11 there were received in our State prison: For murder and manslaughter, 
503; for cutting and shooting, 321; for larceny and other crimes, 2,826. The number 
of homicides in this length of time amounts to 1,178. During this period there have 
been forty-four persons hanged. 

At the last session of our Legislature the following laws passed both houses with- . 
out any opposition: The parole law, the indeterminate sentence, and the suspended 
sentence. All these laws are being used to great advantage in several of our States as 
means of preventing crimes and curing the criminal. After the vote was passed the 
Governor of Louisiana stated that this State was not ready for such reforms, there- 
fore he pocket vetoed the measures. 

Your committee feel that in addition to these laws corporal punishment should be 
abolished, especially the use of the strap, and that provision be made for wives and 
children of men sent to the State prison, and that family desertion should be made a 
felony; also that more attention should be given the segregation of our prisoners. 

It is to be hoped that the rebuilding of the Louisiana Training School, which re- 
cently burned at Monroe, will be accomplished. We urge that our ministers visit the 
prisons and lockups from time to time during the year, cooperating with the managers 
of the prisons and advising with the prisoners. John L. Sutton,

Afternoon Session. 

Conference convened, pursuant to adjournment, at 3 p.m.. Bishop Mouzon 
in the chair. 

Opening Service. — The opening devotional service was conducted by Rev. 
J. M. Brown, and consisted of reading John xiv., singing Hymn 544 (‘H love to 
tell the story”), and prayer. 

Approval of Minutes. — The minutes of the morning session were read and 
approved. 

Dr. C. W. Carter was called to the chair. 

W. W. Drake presented the report of the Board of Missions. 

On motion of P. M. Brown, the report was recommitted with instructions to 
adjust the assessments on the Shreveport and Alexandria Districts. 

The report was resubmitted, and J. W. Moore addressed the Conference in 
connection with the report, which was adopted as follows : 

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 

Your Board of Missions has faithfully and earnestly studied the problems of mis- 
sion work that challenge our zeal and loyalty, and we realize that this is a time of op- 
portunity and even of crisis in the development of our work abroad, when the provi- 
dential movements in current world history make it imperative to advance or lose 
the ground already gained; when many nations are passing through revolutionary 
conditions, out of which, if the Christian Church does not get a mighty hold upon them 
at once by the power of the gospel of Christ, they will come into a condition immense- 
ly harder to reach and control. 
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Conditions in our own country increasingly demand the thoughtful and prayerful 
missionary effort of the Church in adequately reaching the masses in our rapidly 
growing cities and factory and mining centers, the incoming multitudes of unevan- 
gelized aliens among us, and in meeting the great social and industrial problems of 
the time, as was pointed out in the facts collected by the cooperating boards for the 
observance of Home Mission Week. In this connection we would recommend that 
wherever, for any reason, the program for this week was not carried out our pastors 
make use of the valuable material furnished for its observance at some time in the 
rear future. Our people ought to be informed on these vital issues. Our own State 
offers a great mission field with its own special problems. Its needs demand a great 
forward movement in the development of new territory. 

We rejoice in the report brought to us by Rev. J. W. Gilbert, of the Colored Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, of the preparation being made to open a mission in Africa, 
and we commend this new venture to the prayer and sympathy of our people. 

It is gratifying to learn that the cost of administering the funds of our General 
Board is the incredibly small ratio of 6^ per cent. 

We are thankful to record the success achieved in much of our Conference mission 
work, and notably the healthy expansion of our work among the French. It is hu- 
miliating to note that, in response to the appeal of this Board at our last session that 
we should raise as much as seventy-five cents per capita for home and foreign mis- 
sions combined, reports show that less than half that amount has been raised. Sure- 
ly our people need a missionary awakening. 

Your Board has requested the General Board to arrange for a series of Missionary 
Institutes, covering the Conference, in the early part of the coming year. We urge the 
earnest cooperation of presiding elders, pastors, and lay leaders in this movement to 
stir the missionary conscience by the medium of increased intelligence. 

In the same connection we would urge the general circulation of the Missionary 
Voice as a medium of instruction indispensable to a healthy development of our mis- 
sionary work. 

We heartily approve the proposition of the General Board in cooperation with the 
Laymen’s Movement to hold a great Missionary Conference for our entire Church at 
the Southern Assembly Grounds, near Waynesville, N. C., in June, 1913. We remem- 
ber with gratitude the inspiration that came to the Church from the great Missionary 
Conference in New Orleans in 1901, and we trust a greater advance may result from 
the coming Conference. In order that we may get the greatest benefit from it, we 
recommend that, in cooperation with the pastors, the following men, lay leaders in 
their charges, be appointed committees on delegation.* We commend to all our pastors 
and lay leaders the Midwinter Institute to be held at Nashville December 27 to January 
6, and especially urge all our presiding elders to attend it and come in touch with the 
plans of missionary leaders throughout the Church. 

We would urge all our pastors and presiding elders to insist upon the adoption of 
systematic plans for raising our missionary obligations, and we call attention spe- 
cifically to the “Financial Method for Methodists,” which has been prepared by the 
connectional boards, and has, wherever tried, produced excellent results. 

We are glad to hear of the excellent and growing work of our woman’s missionary 
societies, and recommend that our pastors cooperate in the organization of these socie- 
ties in every charge. 

We have carefully considered the evangelistic opportunities and needs of our terri- 
tory, and in order to meet them we recommend the reappointment of Rev. A. W. Tur- 
ner as Conference Evangelist and the appointment in addition of Rev. L. N. Hoffpauir

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to a similar position. We have appointed an Evangelistic Committee, consisting of 
Revs. W. H. Coleman, J. W. Moore, and W. Winans Drake, to cooperate with these 
evangelists in arranging an evangelistic campaign for the Conferences. We urge the 
sympathetic cooperation of all our pastors with the committee and the evangelists in 
such a comprehensive campaign. 

We recommend the appointment of Rev. W. Winans Drake as Conference Missionary 
Secretary, and we have requested the Conference Secretary to appoint at once Dis- 
trict Secretaries in each district to carry out the plans of the Board in each district.

Eev. J. W. Moore presented the report of the Committee on Temperance, which 
was adopted as follows : 

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE. 

In the twentieth century civilization there is no place for the licensed saloon. It 
is the cause of untold suffering, the instigator of innumerable crimes, the author of 
anarchy, and the most deadly enemy of the Church. Christ’s kingdom can never come 
in human society except over the ruins of the legalized liquor traffic. 

The barroom is opened in defiance of the dictates of a refined conscience and the 
laws of God, and in turn has no respect for the laws of either God or men. The Gay- 
Shattuck law is being constantly violated in many sections of our State, and is anoth- 
er proof of the utter futility of regulation. Contrary to its provisions, women are in 
some places allowed in the saloons, minors can procure alcohol almost at will, the 
Sabbath closing is not observed, the saloons refuse to close on election day, and ne- 
groes and whites are served liquors under the same roof. There is no law, human or 
divine, that stands in the way of its gain, that this traffic obeys or respects. 

During the last four years 2,826 prisoners have been received into our State prison, 
and of this number 503 were for murder and manslaughter and 321 for cutting or 
shooting. Liquor was at the bottom of most of these assaults and murders. How 
iong, O Lord, how long shall our people reap this harvest of tears and of blood? 

We submit for your adoption the following resolutions: 

1. That we are unalterably opposed to the liquor trafific, and that we will never cease 
our efforts as long as there is a brewery to darken the heavens with its foul smoke 
or an open saloon to destroy our young manhood. 



! 
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2 . We are heartily in favor of the amended Kenyon bill that guarantees to the 
States home rule and enables the State to execute its own laws and to protect its 
own citizens. 

3. We are heartily in favor of the principles of the Anti-Saloon League, and rejoice 
in the great work that it has accomplished in the United States. We pledge to it locally 
our hearty cooperation whenever its reorganization shall be completed by a State con- 
vention. We request whoever may have the authority to issue this call and have such 
a convention at the earliest practicable moment. The Methodist forces of the State 
are eager for the battle and call upon the League, when properly and legally organized, 
to lead us to the field of confiict. 

4. We stand for prohibition, and will never cease the fight until our State and na- ♦ 
tion are redeemed from the dominion of the rum power. 

5. We are utterly opposed to any scheme of segregation whereby the will of a small 
number may override the wishes of an entire parish, and we commend the efforts 
of our lawmakers who defeated the nefarious scheme. 

6. Resolved, That we request our Congressmen and Senators to vote for the Shep- 

ard-Kenyon bill now pending. J. W. Moore, Chairman.

Answer: 979 (increase, 140). 

Question 26 : What is the number of Epworth Leagues ? 

Answer: Senior, 52 (increase, 5) ; Junior, 24 (increase, 6). 

Question 27 : What is the number of Epworth League members? 

Answer: Senior members, 1,644 (increase, 26) ; Junior members, 594 (increase, 
43). Total League members, 2,202 (increase, 69). 

Question 28 : What is the number of Sunday schools ? 

Answer : 309, the same as last year. 

Question 29 : What is the number of Sunday school officers and teachers ?

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Question 30: What is the number of Sunday school scholars enrolled during 
the Conference year? 

Answer: 25,733 (increase, 2,302). 

Question 31 : What was assessed by the last Conference for the superannuated 
preachers, and the widows and orphans of preachers ? 

Answer : $8,000. 

Question 32 : What was collected on the foregoing account, and how was it ap- 
plied ? .

John Sholars presented the report of the Conference Epworth League Board, 
which was adopted as follows : 

REPORT OF THE EPWORTH LEAGUE BOARD. 

Reports from the Chapters over the State indicate a healthy growth in League work. 
The seed sown in the past years is beginning to bring forth fruit, and it is with a note 
of rejoicing that we bring before the Conference the fact of deepened interest, more 
intelligent cooperation, and steady growth and development in the spiritual life of 
the young people of the Church. 

Impressed with the great need of definite Church work with boys, we recommend 
that in every pastoral charge a competent man be made Superintendent of the Boys* 
League. 

We would urge the organization of Junior Leagues wherever practicable. Miss Ada 
Trawick, of Nashville, has recently been elected to the office of Junior League Secretary, 
and we believe a new impetus will be given to the Junior work through her labor. 

The gifts of the Leagues for missionary specials last year amounted to $25,841.76, 
a part of which amount enabled the Board of Missions to undertake the building of 
Candler College, Havana. The Leagues are again requested to concentrate their spe- 
cials on the Cuba Mission. 

The week preceding Easter has been set aside for a Week of Prayer. As a feature 
of the World-Wide Young Methodist Movement it has been named Fellowship Week, 
with a suggestion of the largest kinship of Methodists throughout the world. Let us 
join in this united prayer for our Father’s guidance and blessing and for the power 
that the Holy Spirit alone can give. 

Advance has been made along the lines of mission study. Classes are being formed 
in the Chapters, indicating a desire to know more of conditions, so that more intelli- 
gent service can be rendered. 

We recommend the study of our textbook, “Introducing Men to Christ;’’ also that 
the Era have a definite place in the Study Circles. In its new magazine form it is 
vastly more attractive, and the articles published monthly cannot fail to be of benefit 
to every one who will read them carefully. We recommend to the Leaguers “The Sto- 
ry of the Old Testament,’’ by Prof. Frank Seay, and “The Story of the New Testa- 
ment,’’ by Prof. Thomas Carter. 

The first Sunday in May will be known as Epworth League Day, and the Chapters 
are urged to make this a red-letter day in the calendar. The offerings taken on this 
day will be divided between the General OflBce and the Conference Board for League ex- 
tension. 

We wish to call attention to the organization of the Tri-State Epworth League As- 
sembly, proposed by representatives of the Epworth League from Mississippi, Alabama, 
and Louisiana. The plan of organization has been carefully examined by this Board, 
and is approved. We recommend the appointment of C. D. Atkinson and J. W. Booth 
as commissioners from this Board. C. D. Atkinson, Chairman;

REPORT OF THE SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 

We note with gratification that the Sunday school work is enjoying a healthy growth 
throughout the connection. Two hundred and ninety-six schools, 333 teachers and of- 
ficers, and 35,000 scholars is the increase noted in the last general report. 

We note a marked increase in the circulation of our periodical literature. The 
Graded Lessons are largely taking the place of the old-style lessons in many of our 
schools, and we hail this as an indication of better methods generally, and recommend 
that they be used in all our schools. 

We regret that the use of the birthday offerings for our Church extension loan fund 
has not been more general, and we recommend their introduction in all our schools. , 

The Wesley Adult Bible Class should be in every school, and where adult classes al- | 

ready exist they should be enrolled at once with our office in Nashville. f 

We find that Children’s Day has not been very extensively observed, and for that 
reason we are in debt for part of Brother Lowrey’s salary. We urge all our pastors 
to see that Children’s Day is observed in their Sunday schools and that the collections |! 

be forwarded at once to our Treasurer. j| 

We request the appointment of Rev. P. O. Lowrey as Field Secretary. 

We recommend J. T. Petty and F. R. Hill, Jr. (clerical), to fill the vacancies on the i

Rev. R. A. Meek, 

D.D., is rendering valuable services to the Church through the Advocate, and we fe- j 

licitate ourselves upon his ability. < 

The Publishing Committee of the Advocate call attention in their report to a mis- | 

understanding as to the rights of the Advocate in the matter of the full use of the De- | 

pository building at 512 Camp Street, New Orleans, for the publication of the said 
Advocate. After an examination of the charter of the board of trustees of the Depos- 
itory, your committee recommend that the differences between the board of trustees 
of the Depository and the Publishing Committee be submitted to arbitrators for ad- 
justment. The report of the Publishing Committee is submitted herewith, marked 
“Exhibit A.” 

We recommend the appointment of Rev. J. M. Henry, Rev. W. W. Drake, and Rev. j 

Briscoe Carter as members of the Publishing Committee of this Conference for the en- 
suing year. 

Our connectional organ, the Christian Advocate (of Nashville), the Epworth Era, * 

the Methodist Quarterly Review, and the Missionary Yoice continue to maintain 
their high standard of excellence. The Epworth Era is now issued monthly in maga- 
zine form. We desire to call special attention to it as a periodical of unusual merit, 
deserving a large circulation. We also desire to direct attention to the Sunday school 
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literature being issued by our Cburch. We rejoice that it continues in a steady in- 
crease of circulation and profit to the Church. 

The report of the board of trustees of the New Orleans Depository is herewith sub- 
mitted, marked “Exhibit B.” 

The report of the Publishing Agents of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, is 
herewith submitted, marked “Exhibit C.”

The report of the Bible Society Board was presented by Martin Hebert, and 
adopted as follows : 

REPORT OF THE BIBLE SOCIETY BOARD. 



The attention of this Conference is called to the continued and expanding work of 
the American Bible Society. During the year 1911 more than three and a half mil- 
lion volumes of the Scriptures were issued by the Society, bringing the grand total dur- 
ing the ninety-five years of its existence to 94,219,105 volumes. In China more than a 
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million copies of God’s Word have been distributed, and in the Philippines over sixty 
thousand. 

The American Bible Society employs forty-two persons to distribute the Scriptures 
among the Mexicans, Indians, Germans, Bohemians, Scandinavians, Italians, and 
French in the States of Texas, Oklahoma, Arkansas, and Louisiana. It is using diligent 
efforts to discover in the State of Louisiana communities where the Bible is not freely 
circulated. In some sections of our State there are vast numbers of people who are 
utterly ignorant of the Word of God. The colporteurs are instructed to sell the Scrip- 
tures to such persons at the actual cost of printing; and when persons are too poor to 
purchase, the Bible Agent presents a copy without charge. 

Thus we see that the American Bible Society is giving most active cooperation to 
all evangelical Churches in building up the kingdom of God. 

No cause to which money is devoted can produce larger returns than the circula- 
tion of the Scriptures. 

Benevolently disposed Christians have created an endowment of $2,305,033, which, 
while it yields an annual revenue of about $125,000, falls short of the actual annual 
expenditure to the amount of about $700,000. To meet this great, need contributions are 
invited from all Christian Churches. 

This Conference last year assumed an assessment of $800. Of this amount, $459 was 
paid, leaving a deficit of $341. It is hardly necessary to urge the brethren concerning 
the importance of meeting the amount assessed at this Conference, but we would urge 
that you bring the matter before your people and acquaint them with the great work 
that the American Bible Society is doing. We recommend that the assessment remain 
as it was last year — namely, $800. 

We recommend also that C. V. Breithaupt be appointed on this Board in the place of 
I. T. Reames. S. H. Werlein, Chairman; 

M. Hebert, Secretary. 

Adjourament. — A motion to adjourn, prevailed, and the Conference adjourned 
after singing and receiving the benediction. 



FIFTH DAY. 

Sunday Services. — No session of the Conference was held. 

The morning service at the Methodist church was conducted by the Bishop, 
who then ordained the deacons.

The pulpits of a number of the city churches were filled by members of the 
Conference both morning and evening, and the Sunday School Anniversary was 
addressed by Dr. H. M. Hamill Sunday evening. 



SIXTH DAY. 

Convening. — Conference convened, according to rule, at 9 a.m. Monday, De- 
cember 16, Bishop Mouzon in the chair. 

Opening Service. — The opening service consisted of singing Hymn 334, '^My 
faith looks up to Thee”; prayer, led by K. W. Dodson; singing Hymn 19, ‘‘Come, 
thou Fount of every blessing” ; and reading from Luke ix. 
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Approval of Minutes. — The minutes of the session of Saturday afternoon 
were read and approved. 

Ordination of Traveling Deacons. — Question. 11 was called: What travel- 
ing preachers are ordained deacons ? 

The Bishop certified to the ordination by himself, following the Sunday morn- 
ing service, of Hugh William Jamieson, Eobert Milton Brown, George Fox, 
Thomas Jefferson Embree, Ollie Lee Tucker, and James Hervey Hoffpauir. At 
the same time D. A. Morris, a deacon from the Methodist Episcopal Church, took 
the vows without reimposition of hands. (See certificate of ordination. Appendix, 
page 63.) 

Local Deacons. — Question 13 was called : What local preachers are ordained 
deacons ? 

Answer: None. 

Ordination of Traveling Elders. — Question 15 was called: What traveling 
preachers are ordained elders ? 

The Bishop certified to the ordination by himself at the service Sunday after- 
noon of Eobert Stanton Walton, Timothy Victor Peters, Gustavus Adam Morgan, 
Francis Eoland Power, John Garrison Snelling, Henry Thomas Young, Eobert 
Hosea Bamburg, Lindsey Ezell Crooks, Thomas Jefferson Holladay, John Lugood 
Sutton, and John Wesley Faulk. At the same time W. H. Long, a minister from 
the Baptist Church, took the vows without the reimposition of hands. 

Local Elders. — Question 17 was called: What local preachers are ordained 
elders ?

Admission into Full Connection. — Question 4 was called : Who are admit- 
ted into full connection? 

Ollie Lee Tucker, who was absent Saturday, gave satisfactory answers to the 
disciplinary questions, and was admitted into full connection. 

Reference of R. A. Davis. — E. A. Davis was, on motion of P. M. Brown, re- 
ferred to the Committee on Conference Eelations for the superannuate relation. 

The Committee on Conference Relations was permitted to withdraw. 

W. W. Drake presented a supplemental report from the Board of Missions, 
which was adopted as follows :

We respectfully request the reappointment of R. H. Harper as preacher in charge 
at Natchitoches. W. W. Drake, Secretary. 

Vacancy on Sunday School Board Filled. — J. G. Eay was nominated for 
the Sunday School Board in place of N. E. Grigsby. The nomination was con- 
firmed. 

Transfer. — Question 6 was called: Who are received by transfer from other 
Conferences ? 

The Bishop announced the transfer of W. E. Thomas, an elder in the North 
Texas Conference. 
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Character. — Question 22 was called : Are all the preachers blameless in their 
life and official administration? 

The names of W. E. Akin, G. D. Purcell, S. S. Bogan, W. L. Hunter, J. 

W. Lee, A. F. Vaughan, W. W. Holmes, J. M. Alford, L. N. Hoffpauir, C. F. 

Staples, P. H. Fontaine, W. F. Henderson, T. J. Norsworthy, and W. E. Thomas 
were called and their characters passed. 

Locations. — Question 18 was called: Who are located this year? 

T. J. Norsworthy made a statement to the effect that he purposed to engage in 
evangelistic w'ork and requested a location. He was accordingly located at his 
own request. 

A telegram was received from T. M. Wafer requesting a location, and he was lo- 
cated at his own request. 

J. Ivy Hoffpauir presented the report of the Board of Church Extension, which 
was adopted as follows : 

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF CHURCH EXTENSION. 

Your Board of Church Extension presents this its annual report with the firm convic- ^ 

tion that the cause of Church extension committed in part to its care is second to none 
of our great Church enterprises. 

That it is one form, and a very efficient form, of missionary work, is admitted by 
all who have looked carefully into the subject. With confidence, therefore, we come 
before you and ask your patient and prayerful attention to this report. 

We had applications for aid in sums about four times as large as the amount we had 
to appropriate. 

We gave these applications careful and painstaking consideration, and have appro- 
priated what little we had in hand where we honestly believe it will just at this time 
do the most good. 

We would call your attention to some features of Church extension work as set 
forth in the letter of the Corresponding Secretary of the General Board of Church Ex- 
tension to your Conference Board. 

We call special attention to the provision made by the last General Conference for 
the establishment or creation of a Conference Board Loan Fund. 

Paragraph 396, Article X., Discipline of 1910, gives the Conference Boards this au- ^ 

thority and reads thus: ^ 

The Conference Board shall have authority to loan any part of its funds when the 
end desired can be accomplished as well by a loan as by a donation, and the amount 
loaned shall become a part of the Conference Board Loan Fund, to be administered by 
the General Office on the same terms and conditions as the loan funds of the General 
Board are administered; provided, that the Conference Boards shall have the right of 
appropriation. 

Your Board, believing it would be greatly to the interest of the cause of Church ex- 
tension in the bounds of our Conference to establish and begin such a loan fund, adopt- 
ed at its regular session, December 14, 1912, the following resolutions : j 

Be it resolved, That there is hereby created a separate fund to be known as the 
Louisiana Conference Board Loan Fund, and to be administered by this Board for like ’ 

purposes and upon like terms and under like rules and regulations as the General ' 

Board of Church Extension of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, but only within 
the bounds of the Louisiana Conference; the said fund to be composed as follows: 

First, of all funds now held by this Board not already donated, except the expense 
fund. 

Secondly, of not less than thirty per cent of all sums hereafter received by this Board 
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from Conference collections, which shall he annually appropriated and set apart ac- 
cordingly. 

Thirdly, of all donations to this Board for loan purposes and all donations to this 
Board without specific designation of use to be made thereof. 

Be it further resolved, That the Secretary and Treasurer of this Board he required 
to keep separate accounts of all moneys belonging to this fund and the disposition 
thereof, and to make separate reports thereof to this Board at each Annual Conference 
and at such other times as they may be called for. 

We urge upon our pastors and congregations the advisability of asking for loans in- 
stead of donations wherever it is practicable, thereby helping to establish a Conference 
Board Loan Fund which will go on perpetually in the glorious work of. building 
churches. 

We would also call attention to the Sunday School Loan Fund and the birthday jars 
furnished free to Sunday schools by the General Board to assist in taking this collec- 
tion. 

We recommend this as affording a fine opportunity for talking and teaching Church 
extension in the Sunday schools. 

Literature of a very high grade and superior quality — uplifting, educating, stimu- 
lating — is furnished for free distribution by the General Board, and we do respectfully 
insist that our pastors avail themselves of this means of helping forward our great 
work. 

Believing that it would result beneficially to our cause to have representatives from 
the Louisiana Conference Board meet with the General Board in Dallas in May, 1913, 
we have elected Revs. J. D. Harper and J. I. Hoffpauir as such representatives. 

Rev. H. W. May was elected Treasurer of our Board in place of Dr. F. N. Parker. 

The following brethren were elected to present the cause of Church extension at our 
several District Conferences: 

For the Alexandria District, H. W. May; for the Baton Rouge District, Judge R. R. 
Reid; for the Lafayette District, J. I. Hoffpauir; for the Monroe District, P. H. Fon- 
taine; for the Ruston District, J. B. Williams; for-the New Orleans District, J. D. Har- 
per; for the Shreveport District, W. A. McKennon.

A motion was made to consider the report in sections, that part relating to 
the charter of Centenary-Mansfield College being numbered Section 2. The mo- 
tion prevailed. 

It was moved to adopt Section 1 of the report. The motion prevailed. 

W. W. Drake moved a substitute for Section 2. The substitute was adopted. 

S. H. Werlein moved to amend Section 3 (the Treasurer's report) by appro- 
priating $225 for the partial payment of the debt due Briscoe Carter. The 
amendment was adopted. Item 3 was adopted as amended. 

The report as amended was adopted as a whole as follows : 



REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

1. The report received from the General Board of Education shows that they are 
planning for a “more thorough organization of the work and closer and more effective 
cooperative effort on the part of the educational agencies of the Church.” We pledge 
ourselves to hearty cooperation with the General Board, and shall render all the as- 
sistance in our power. 

The report from Centenary College^is very gratifying. The enrollment is larger than 
last year, and there are more students doing college work. The expenses for the session 
of 1911-12 were 13,000, which were paid in full; and they are paying expenses this fall. 
The outlook is bright for the future. The very success of the college makes a new 
building imperative, and it must be provided. 

The report from Mansfield College is very encouraging. They have bonded the col- 
lege debt in accordan.ce with plans adopted at the last Conference, have paid the mort- 
gages and fioating debts, and the bonds of the college will be liquidated by easy pay- 
ments made from the Conference assessment for education. 

The enrollment this year is 125, the largest in several years. The receipts from all 
sources this fall amount to $6,338, and the disbursements amount to $4,816, leaving a 
balance in bank of $1,522, which is a splendid financial statement.

A report was made by the Seashore Camp Ground School, which is preparing stu- 
dents for college. We commend this school. 

The pastors of the Churches of Natchitoches, Ruston, and Baton Rouge, where our 
State schools and the university are situated, reported on the number of Methodist stu- 
dents in those institutions and what they were doing for their spiritual development. 
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There are 518 Methodist students, whom they are reaching as best they can through 
the Sunday schools and church services. We commend their efforts and assure them 
of our hearty support and cooperation. 

The assessment for the next year is fixed at $7,000 for Conference education and $2,- 
109 for education extension, apportioned as follows:

The report of the Seashore Divinity School is very gratifying. We urge all under- 
graduates to attend if possible. Our share of the expense is $150, and we instruct 
the clerical members of the Board of Education to raise the amount by June 1. 

The report from the Theological Department of Vanderbilt University was received, 
showing progress and growth. We commend their work and would like to have a 
larger number of our young preachers to take the course. 

The second Sunday in February, or as near thereafter as practicable, is selected for 
Educational Day, and the preachers are urged to present the cause of Christian educa- 
tion to their congregations and take up a collection on the assessment. 

We nominate C. W. Ward for a place on the Board in place of T. B. Peters. 

The Board recommends that the Bishop be requested to appoint M. C. Holt as Con- 
ference Secretary of Education. 

2. The following disposal of the Centenary-Mansfield College charter matter, which 
w’as intrusted to us at the preceding Conference, is recommended: 



Resolved, That the proposed charter prepared by the Board of Education for the 
correlation of our colleges be submitted to a commission consisting of M. C. Holt, P. M. 
Brown, and Briscoe Carter, who shall be instructed to make a thorough study of said 
charter in connection with the whole educational situation in the Conference and re- 
port the result of their investigation in printed form not later than October, 1913, mail- 
ing said report to each member of the Conference for study before our next session.

Laity Rights for Women. — A paper bearing the signatures of sixty-nine 
brethren was presented, providing for the study of the subject of the laity rights 
of women in the Church. 

A motion to lay on the table was lost. 

Crow Girard moved to adopt, and the motion prevailed. The paper was adopt- 
ed as follows : 

There was admitted to the General Conference of our Church at its last session, held 
in Asheville, May, 1910, a resolution the purpose of which was to extend to women 
of Southern Methodism the ecclesiastical rights and privileges which are now enjoyed 
by the laymen. 

The resolution was supported by memorials from several of our District and An- 
nual Conferences, as well as by a petition bearing the names of many of our most 
faithful, progressive, and consecrated women, along with the names of some of our 
most loyal preachers and laymen. 

Although the General Conference rejected the resolution by a vote of 144 to 77, 
those who were foremost in advocacy of the measure interpreted that action as an in- 
dication both of open-mindedness and of caution on the part of the delegates, but do not 
feel that the action of the General Conference was necessarily final on the matter, in- 
asmuch as the questions involved had not previously been thoroughly considered and 
discussed throughout the membership of the Church. 

In view of these facts, be it 

Resolved hy this the Louisiana Annual Conference: 1. That the proposal to extend 
to the women the rights of the laity is one of grave importance to the kingdom of God 
and to his Church. 

2. That the action on this proposal, involving as it does a majority of our member- 
ship, should not be taken again by our chief lawmaking body without the most care- 
ful study and the fullest discussion of the questions involved. 

3. That for the purpose of promoting such study and discussion, a committee be 
raised at this session of this Conference, consistiftg of one member, either lay or cler- 
ical, appointed by each presiding elder to represent his district.

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4. That this committee report its conclusions to this Conference at the session of 
1913, it being understood and agreed that the findings or recommendations of this 
committee will have no authoritative value and that they will not be binding on this 
Conference or on any member of it. 

5. That in order that the fullest publicity may be had and in order that the com- 
mittee of investigation herein called for may have all the information available, we 
request our Conference organ, the New Orleans Christian Advocate, to open its columns 
to those who may desire to discuss the question in a calm, judicious, and nonpersonal 
manner.

The report of the Legal Conference was presented by E. H. Wynn as follows : 

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE LOUISIANA CONFERENCE 

(LEGAL CONFERENCE). 

In accordance with the instruction of the Annual Conference at its last session, the 
Legal Conference executed a bond mortgage for the sum of $25,000 for the purpose of 
canceling the mortgage against the property of Mansfield College, and has guaranteed 
the setting aside of a sinking fund of $1,000 per annum to retire the principal and 
also six per cent interest payable semiannually. 

After a number of delays, the merchantable timber on 1,400 acres of our Bynum 
property was sold for the sum of $11,250 — $3,000 cash, the remainder in three notes 
payable in one, two, and three years, bearing six per cent interest. 

This makes a total of $16,250 that has been realized from the sale of timber, $5,000 
having been realized in a former transaction covering pine timber on 400 acres, and 
having been safely invested in Shreveport. A small amount of timber has been re- 
served for the use of the place. 

The death of Dr. S. S. Keener in the early part of the year was a very great loss 
to the Board. Many of the details of the business relative to the Bynum property 
were known only to him. Rev. N. E. Joyner was elected in his place to serve until 
this session of the Annual Conference, and his removal to Mexico made another change 
necessary. 

Rev. P. M. Brown was appointed as our agent to make personal investigations into 
conditions on the plantation and to make recommendations. Though not a member 
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of the Board, and though very busy as presiding elder, he has devoted much time and 
careful attention to this great interest. 

During the boll-weevil period of the past few years the houses, fences, etc., on the 
place had become so dilapidated that much of the land could not be cultivated the 
present year, and it has been absolutely necessary to authorize extensive repairs. As 
the result of these improvements, we have been able to arrange for cultivating a much 
larger acreage next year, and there should be good returns.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SABBATH OBSERVANCE.

While it is with gratitude we note the awakening of interest in the matter of Sab- 
bath observance, we are not unmindful of the adverse forces at work nor of the crying 
needs of the situation. There are many things to encourage; but we are appalled as 
we contemplate the great and growing army of Sunday toilers in our land, now more 
than four million strong — especially so when we reflect upon the fact that a large part 
of this Sunday labor is in direct violation of the law, and that but a small fraction of 
it is in keeping with the modest claims of mercy and necessity. 

We deplore the fact that many of our people buy, if they do not sell, on the Lord’s 
clay, and it should be to us a matter of serious concern that with many churchgoing on 
the Lord’s day has been supplanted by various forms of entertainment and amuse- 
ment. The question of Sunday amusements, with its attendant evils and abuses, has 
assumed alarming proportions, and it is a problem with which we must grapple. Sun- 
day baseball, Sunday excursions, Sunday. picnics, and the like are already alluring 
many of our people from the quiet of home and the sacred precincts of God’s house. 

We feel that the time has come when it behooves us as pastors, in our private and 
pulpit administrations, to urge upon our people the necessity of keeping inviolate the 
Lord’s day. Especially is this imperative within the bounds of this Conference, where 
the large foreign and Catholic elements predominate and advocate a Continental 
Sunday. 

We recommend that it be the order of this Conference that in each congregation dur- 
ing the coming year at least one Sunday be devoted to the consideration of this vital 
subject. 

We also desire to render our indorsement of the Sunday League of America, and 
commend its purpose, plan, and representatives to the cordial cooperation of all our 
people.

ACT OF INCORPORATION. 

An Act to Incorporate the Louisiana Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 

Church, South. 

Section 1. Be it enacted hy the Senate and House of Representatives of the State of 
Louisiana in General Assembly convened. That John C. Keener, H. N. McTyeire, R. 
Randle, J. Sanders, J. B. Walker, S. J. Davies, L. Parker, Philo M. Goodwin, and L. A. 
Reed, and their associates and successors, such as the Louisiana Conference may from, 
time to time see proper to appoint, be and they are hereby created a body politic and 
corporate under the name and style of the “Louisiana Annual Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South,” and by which name the said corporation shall 
have success and be capable of using and being used, entering into contracts, receiving 
and holding property for educational purposes and such charitable purposes as may,, 
from time to time, be specified by the said Conference at its annual session, either by 
donation or purchase. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, etc.. That the domicile of said corporation shall be lo- 
cated in the city of New Orleans, and the affairs thereof shall he managed by nine 
trustees, to be appointed by the Louisiana Annual Conference, one of whom shall be 
elected President. The President and four trustees shall form a quorum, and shall 
have power to appoint all other oflBcers necessary for conducting its affairs, and make 
and adopt such rules, by-laws, and regulations as they may deem proper for the man- 
agement of said corporation; provided, that the same be in conformity with the laws, 
and regulations of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and not repugnant to the:

Dear Brethren: The Publishing Committee of the l^ew Orleans Christian Advocate 
res^iectfully submits'the following report for your consideration: 

The editor. Rev. R. A. Meek, D.D., is an able man, and is rendering valuable services 
to the Church through the Advocate. His editorial utterances are strong, clear, and in 
full accord with the teachings of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. He is giving 
to us a safe and highly edifying journal, the equal of any in the Church. 

The publisher, Mr. Charles O. Chalmers, has shown his love and loyalty to the 
Church in his untiring efforts to give to the patronizing Conferences the very best re- , 
suits at the lowest possible cost. He is working at a great sacrifice. The whole profiit 
as publisher amounted to only $816.28 last year, which is not a living for himself and 
family. 

The editor and publisher have been instructed to charge one cent a word for all 
•obituaries, including appreciations, whether in the form of memoirs or resolutions, con- 
taining more than two hundred words. In this matter they are allowed no discre- 
tion and can make no exceptions. 

The matter of prqper advertising was carefully considered, and the editor and pub- 
lisher were authorized to carry out the will of the committee. . 

It was decided that the editor should publish the presiding elders’ announcements 
once in full and subsequently to keep their dates in the paper for a month in advance. 

Each patronizing Conference is requested to consider the advisability of electing 
a layman who understands the printing business to membership on its publishing com- 
mittee. 

The year has presented unusual difficulties to the success of the paper; but, in the 
face of the high water which fiooded large portions of our territory and the unusual 
depression throughout our entire farming section, the business of the paper has been 
closed up in fairly good condition. The average number of subscriptions remains about 
the same as last year — 7,500 — hut at least 10,000 are necessary if the Advocate is ever 
to meet the demands upon it as a great paper. The salary paid the editor is embarrass- 
ingly small, and nothing but the love of Christ’s kingdom and loyalty to the best inter- 
ests of his Church enables the committee to hold such a man as the Church demands. 
Eighteen hundred dollars is the best salary the Advocate has ever paid its editor. 

This is your paper, and we are justified in expecting your patronage and support to 
that degree which is necessary to make the Advocate the great Church journal it should 
he.

You will note from the above statement that we have a balance of only $63.74, and 
• this statement does not include anything for Conference claimants this year as com- 
pared with $550 sent last year. You will appreciate that this is a very serious mat- 
ter indeed, and we regret it exceedingly. This is caused by the lower floor of the 
building, 509 Camp Street, being vacated by the tenant (whom we have had for sev- 
eral years) October 1 as a result of the vibration of the printing press on the second 
floor under the control of the New Orleans Advocate. 

We have been endeavoring to rent it ever since by having the property in the hands 
of a competent agent and also having had some necessary improvements made, but 
without success. It is still necessary to spend at least seventy-five dollars more to 
put the front in good and attractive condition by having it painted. 

You will therefore realize that the trustees are terribly handicapped as a result of 
the publishing of the New Orleans Christian Advocate in that building, and we re- 
spectfully ask the Conference to give us instructions as to what should he done. 
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We recommend that the Conference authorize us to provide a suitable domicile for 
the publishing of the Advocate by renting it, so that the building belonging to the 
Conference can be rented as a whole (all three stories) to one tenant.

Owing to a combination of unfavorable conditions not likely to occur again, the 
Dallas House for the first time in its history shows a loss on the year’s business. This 
loss amounts to $7,639.83. The outlook for this House for the new year is encouraging. 

During the year, for the convenience of our patrons in the Eastern Conferences, we 
have established a branch House at Richmond, Va. This House opened its doors in 
March under the management of Mr. W. F. Pierce, and gives promise of being a suc- 
cessful venture. 

The Methodist Review maintains its high standard and its circulation, meets ex- 
pense of publication, and yields some revenue to the House, 

The Christian Advocate has met the cost of publication during the year. 

The Epworth Era shows a loss of $4,152.42 for the fiscal year. After August 1 the 
Era will be issued monthly in magazine form. Under these conditions we have rea- 
son to hope that it will meet the cost of publication in the future. 

Our Sunday school literature continues a steady increase in circulation. Sunday 
school literature and supplies, as with every denominational publishing house, consti- 
tute our largest source of sales and profits. 

We have charged to profit and loss, for depreciation in values, possible losses on ac- 
counts, and General Conference expense, $9,136.79; loss on Epworth Era, $4,152.42. To 
the same account we have charged the $10,000 appropriated for the year for the bene- 
fit of superannuated preachers and the widows and orphans of preachers.

To the Members of the Louisiana Conference. 

Dear Brethren: In the city of New Orleans the Methodist Church owns a building 
known by the corporate name, “The New Orleans Methodist Depository.” This build- 
ing in construction and location is well adapted for a bookstore. There is no place in 
the city where Protestant literature, Bibles, and religious hooks are kept on sale. 
This lack is a great drawback to our work in the city and surrounding country. We 
are now making strenuous efforts to advance the cause of Christ here, and we feel 
that a book depository here would be of great assistance in this work and at the 
same time be profitable to our House. Our House has established branches in other 
cities, thus indicating a line of expansion. In view of these things, the New Orleans 
Methodist Preachers’ Meeting appointed a committee to take up the matter and ask 
the cooperation of the Mississippi Conference, the North Mississippi Conference, and 
the Louisiana Conference in bringing this matter to the attention of our Publishing 
Agents. The following resolution was passed; 

Resolved, That the Mississippi Conference, the North Mississippi Conference, and the 
Louisiana Conference be requested to cooperate in petitioning the Publishing Agents 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South (Smith & Lamar), to establish a book de- 
pository in the city of New Orleans similar to the branches established in other cities.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF DIRECTORS OF THE LOUISIANA METHODIST 

ORPHANAGE. 

We account the year now closing the most satisfactory in the history of this in- 
stitution. It appears now to have a fixed status as a Church institution in the hearts 
and minds of Louisiana Methodists and in Church economics, having passed the tenta- 
tive period of its existence and assumed its proper rank with the other established 
utilities of the Church. 

The only serious misfortune the institution has sustained this year has been the 
loss by resignation of its Superintendent of the past four years. While unavoidable, 
it is, nevertheless, lamentable that the services of one so admirably adapted to and 
fitted and qualified for such work should not be secured for the active period of a life- 
time. We believe and trust that in our choice o'f a successor to him we have made 
no mistake. 

Our financial showing this year is exceedingly gratifying in that it shows that the 
Methodists of Louisiana have taken upon themselves the responsibility for the finances 
of the institution, as in that way we place the burden upon the shoulders of all instead 
of a few only. The Church responded nobly to the request of this Board one year ago 
for an assessment of $10,000 this year for maintenance. 

Our receipts this year from all sources, up to the date of the November meeting of 
the Board, amount to $10,275.68, while our expense account, including operating ex- 
penses and general maintenance, amounted at the same date to $8,546.78, leaving us 
then with a balance in our treasury of $1,726.90. In addition to this, large quantities 
of canned fruits and vegetables have been put up on the place from the surplus crops 
grown on the place for use during the winter months, besides an abundance of corn, 
hay, peanuts, sweet potatoes, and the like and also a fine lot of meat. 

At the November meeting of the Board, held the 19th of last month. Directors S. D. 
Pearce, J. H. Mays, and A. G. Shankle were nominated for reelection by the Annual 
Conference, their terms expiring with the present year. The Board unanimously elect- 
ed Rev. P. H. Fontaine as General Superintendent of the Home to take the place made 
vacant by the resignation of Rev. R. W. Vaughan. 

A resolution was unanimously adopted requesting the Annual Conference to levy the 
same assessment for the incoming that it did for this year — viz., $10,000 for the sup- 
port and maintenance of the Orphanage — and requesting also that Easter and Work 
Day be observed as special days for collecting the assessment.

REV. JOHN A. MILLER. 

John A. Miller, son of Matt L. and L. E. Miller, was born in Anderson District, S. 
January 25, 1832. In 1845 his parents moved to Jackson County, Ala., where in 
1847 he professed religion and joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. During 
that winter he moved with his parents to Lafayette County, Miss. On October 2, 1852, 
he was licensed to preach by the Quarterly Conference of Coffeeville Circuit, Grenada 
District, Memphis Conference, of which the Rev. Robert L. Andrews was presiding eld- 
er, and was immediately afterwards admitted on trial into the Memphis Conference and 
sent as junior preacher to Pontotoc Circuit, in North Mississippi. In the following 
March he was put in charge of Carrollville Circuit to fill the place of the Rev. B. B. 
Ross, who was elected to a professorship in La Grange College. In 1854 he traveled 
Fulton Circuit, and on October 29 was ordained deacon by Bishop Paine. In 1855 he 
was removed by the presiding elder from Okolona Circuit, to which the bishop ap- 
pointed him, to the Carrollville Circuit, the pastor of which had died. In the fall of 
1855 he was transferred to the Louisiana Conference with Rev. S. B. Surratt, and was 
appointed to the New Orleans Circuit. At the Waterproof Conference, February 8, 
1857, he was ordained elder by Bishop Kavanaugh and sent to Mt. Bayou and Bayou 
Vidal Circuit, where he built a chapel costing about $800, which the Rev. B. M. Drake 
<iedicated. In February, 1858, at the Mansfield Conference, he was sent to Richmond 
jmd Madison Colored Mission and supplied the immense territory by preaching three 
and sometimes five times on the Sabbath. To other difficulties an overfiow of the Mis- 
sissippi was added, and the itinerant’s horse had to be substituted by the skiff or dug- 
out. In 1858 and 1859 he was sent to Pattersonville Circuit and inaugurated Meth- 
odist preaching in Brashear City, where he officiated once a month. On July 29, 1859, 
he married Miss Rosa B. Mills at Chapel Hill,* Tex., and secured this year a parsonage 
in the town of Pattersonville. In 1860 and 1861 he was sent to Island and Wright’s 
Chapel. In 1862 he was sent as chaplain to the Ninth Mississippi Regiment, Confeder- 
ate States Army, and the following year was returned to Pattersonville Circuit; but 
in consequence of the latter appointment being within the Federal lines, he was re- 
moved to Homer Circuit, where the pastor had died. In December, 1853, the Confer- 
ence which met at Homer returned him to that work. He served the Claiborne Circuit 
the following year, and in December, 1865, was sent to Minden Circuit. In December, 
1866, he was presiding elder of the Homer District, the next year on Mt. Lebanon Cir- 
cuit, and December, 1868, on Haynesville Circuit, where he remained four years. In 
1873 he went to South Bossier Circuit, in 1874 to Minden Circuit, and in 1875 was made 
presiding elder of Homer District, which he served three years. In December, 1877 
(to 1879), he was appointed to the Haynesville Circuit, in 1880 to Minden Circuit, and 
from 1881 to 1885 was returned to Haynesville Circuit. He was a delegate to the Gen- 
eral Conference at Atlanta, Ga., and served in that body on the Committee on Revisals. 
I In December, 1885, he was sent to Arcadia and served during 1886, 1887, 1888, and 1889. 

^1 In December, 1889, he was sent to the Opelousas District as presiding elder and served 

four consecutive years. In December, 1893, he was sent to Ruston and served four 
years. In December, 1897, he located on account of trouble with his throat. During 
the year 1898 he lived with his son at Perry, La. In December, 1898, his throat having 
recovered sufficiently, to enable him to take work, he was sent to Patterson, and served 
here four years. 

£ In December, 1902, he was sent to Clinton and served one year, and in December, 

^ J903, he was superannuated. The remainder of his days were spent with his son at 
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Perry, La., until the latter’s death, in March, 1908, when he went to live with his 
daughter in Patterson, Mrs. Emma Wadsworth. 

This is a noble record of pastoral and evangelistic work. Faithful in his duties as a 
preacher, firm in his devotion to his friends, and courteous in his demeanor to all, 
he lived out his appointed time and entered the saints’ everlasting rest.

REV. T. J. UPTON. 



On the 17th day of October, 1912, Rev. T. J. Upton passed from this life and entered 
into rest at the age of eighty-three years. His death occurred at the home of his 
daughter, Mrs. Burnett, of Minden, La. He was the eldest son of D. W. and Susan 
R. Upton, and was bom in Columbus, Ga., May 18, 1830. He grew to manhood in Tal- 
bot County, Ga., and there was converted and united with the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, in 1848. He said: “The genuineness of my conversion I have never 
doubted, though I have on several occasions doubted my present acceptance with God.’’ 
For some time he resisted the call to preach, until, like Paul, he felt: “Woe is me if I 
preach not the gospel of the Son of God.’’ He was licensed to preach by the Quarterly 
Conference of the Buena Vista charge in Marvin County, Ga., in May, 1856. He con- 
tinued as a local preacher until he came to Louisiana and was admitted into the 
Louisiana Annual Conference in February, 1859. He said: “I have never looked back, 
and have no desire to do so now. I have served twenty-two charges in this Conference, 
and about two-thirds of them were circuits; the others were stations. For about three 
years I served as Financial Secretary of Horner College. In all these years I have ever 
aimed to do my duty in the fear of God.” 

He was granted the superannuate relation at the Conference held in Minden in De- 
cember, 1907, and continued therein until his death. He was married to Miss Elizabeth 
Wheeless in 1849. To them were born nine children, two of whom preceded their moth- 
er to the grave. The others are members of the Church of their parents. He paid the 
following tender tribute to the memory of his wife: “On December 23 my dear wife 
was called to her reward. We had lived together in the sacred relationship of husband 
and wife for fifty-three years. Having witnessed her conversion and her upright life 
for so many years, I think I am safe in saying that I have never known her equal in 
Christian character and living. She let her light shine in all the relationships and re- 
sponsibilities of life, and when the end came she was ready to go.” This w^riter and 
wife lived in that home for two years. Truly it was a godly home, and a truer woman 
or a finer Christian character than Sister Upton we never knew. Their home life was 
beautiful. Their son writes of his father as follows: “He was our horse, and we rode 
him as such; we tousled him and piled ourselves onto him; we played all sorts of 
pranks on him, and he in turn played pranks on us. He was the greatest romper of 
us all. No child ever escaped his notice, and he spoke kindly to all. Even the negroes 
gathered around him to hear him talk and ask his advice. I never knew father’s 
faith to waver. I have seen the clouds, big and black, hang low about him, but I nev- 
er knew him to falter or lose confidence in God. In the most trying times he would say: 
‘It will all come out right, for God rules.’ In the forty-seven years that he served 
charges there were many bitter struggles, but I never heard him complain or grow 
despondent. He always spoke a word of cheer to others. One time mother said: 
‘Papa, there is nothing for dinner. I cooked the last we had for breakfast, and the 
children are hungry. What shall we do?’ He answered: ‘Call the children in and we 
will have prayers.’ He laid our condition before the Lord as if he were talking to an 
earthly father. Within a short time a negro climbed from off a load of cotton and car- 
ried to our house the half of a large hog qnd said: ‘Marster told me to fotch dis to 
de preacher — said you might want some pork.’ The negro had scarcely disappeared 
down the road when another drove up to the gate with a cartload of general provisions 
5 
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— about all that we needed. He said: ‘De folks in de town told me to fotch dese to 
de preacher.’ ” 

He was a clear, strong preacher. Few men could make the truth contained in a text 
more luminous than he or press it home more pointedly on the consciences of men. 
He once 'said: “My association with my brethren has been delightful, and with some 
of them it has been unbroken for forty-seven years.” 

Duty seemed to be his watchword. At a time when his salary was so small that his 
family could not live on it a business firm offered him a salary five times as large, but 
he refused it and went on faithfully in his Master’s work. Near the close of his life, 
when his mind had worn out, he preached to the negro man who cared for him and 
urged him to accept Christ. Once this man sang an old hymn, and Brother Upton 
joined him, carrying the bass part to the end. His son related this touching incident: 
“One day he went into the kitchen and said to my sister: ‘Gussie, have you any food 
in the safe? I want a biscuit.’ She followed him and found him distributing it to 
the widows and orphans he imagined the Conference had put in his care.” 

He was ever the friend of the man who was in trouble, fearlessly defending the right 
and as boldly condemning the wrong. He feared nothing but sin. He had but one 
rule of life, and that was to do right. He was a foe to be dreaded by evil and evil men, 
and a friend to be trusted. I cannot better close than with a paragraph from his auto- 
biographical notes, written in 1905 at the request of his eldest son: “My future pros- 
pects are glorious beyond description. I feel that I will not live much longer; that I 
am ready to go. And in looking back I feel that I have been engaged in a good cause. 
I have been in earnest; I have kept the faith; I have tried to do my duty and to live 
right before God. Though I have made many mistakes, my motives have been pure. 
God knows that I feel that ‘henceforth there is laid up for me a crown of life, which 
the Lord, the righteous Judge, will give me in that day.’ This thought makes me 
happy.” 

“ ‘Servant of God, well done! 

Rest from thy loved employ; 

The battle fought, the victory won, 

Enter thy Master’s joy.’ ”

REV. H. O. WHITE. 



Rev. Henry Octavius White was born June 8, 1840, at Franklin, Tenn. He was 
born again into the kingdom and patience of our Lord Jesus Christ September 10, 
1856; given license as an exhorter May 15, 1858; and received his credentials as a 
preacher on the 6th day of August during the following year. 

He joined the Louisiana Conference at its regular session in 1860. He was mar- 
ried in 1868 to Miss Eliza Robinet, who shared with him the duties and labors of an 
extended itinerant life, and together they reared a large family. His devoted wife and 
children mourn their loss, yet this is softened by the assured hope of reunion in the 
eternal home. 

The scope of his ministry is practically coextensive with the State of Louisiana 
and covers a period of history that was replete with the inflictions of war, fiood, and 
pestilence. Yet his life history shows that he kept the faith and moved forward in 
his appointed way steadfastly until the final call came on October 17, 1912. He re- 
ceived the following appointments at the hands of the chosen authorities of the 
Church: Sabin Circuit, 1861; Caddo Circuit, 1862; Bear Creek Circuit, 1863; Bayou 
Macon, 1864-65; Big Cane and Evergreen, 1866; Alexandria, 1867-68; Bossier, 1869; 
North Bossier, 1870-72; Minden, 1873; Tr.enton, 1874-76; Bastrop, 1877-78; Lake Provi- 
dence, 1879-82; Baton Rouge, 1883-84; New Iberia, 1885-86; Rayne and Plaquemine 
Brulee, 1887; Minden, 1888-89; Arcadia, 1890; Delhi District, 1891-94; Opelousas Dis- 
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trict, 1895-98; Lake Providence, 1899-1900; Arcadia, 1901-02; Bienville, 1903-05; Co- 
lumbia, 1906-09; Mangham, 1910-11. From this place, after a ministry of two months 
and seven days of the current Conference year, he entered into rest. He received alto- 
gether twenty-four appointments to different charges as circuit and station preacher 
and presiding elder. 

Such a life of sacrifice and service crystallizes into jts own memorial. No doubt 
the full-rounded voice, so often heard in earnest prayer in the council of the saints 
below, now joins in the praises of God above. S. J. Davis. 

REV. GEORGE JACKSON. 

Rev. George Jackson was born in England in the year 1823, and he cherished until 
death a love for his native land. Having come to America and to the South, he 
was licensed to preach in 1857 in Mississippi. He was admitted on trial into that 
Conference in November, 1857, ordained deacon in 1859, and elder in 1860. He served 
in the Mississippi Conference until 1873, when he was transferred to the Louisiana 
Conference. During the Civil War he held a meeting in Mississippi in which there 
were one hundred conversions. At the time of his death he was a superannuate. Dur- 
ing his superannuation he spent most of his time with his son at Lecompte, La., and 
w’as engaged in selling books. He died in a sanitarium in Shreveport February 24, 
1912. He was buried in Lecompte. 

Brother Jackson loved to preach and rejoiced in the opportunity of doing so. He 
prepared his sermons carefully, committing them to manuscript, and they were of a 
high order. He was a sunny, happy, faithful old man, who had a host of friends all 
over the State. He loved humanity, his Church, and his Lord. Never an aged one 
grew old more gracefully and more cheerily. He loved to be with younger men, and 
there was little of gloom in his disposition as the lengthening shadows fell across his 
pathway. The sweet-tempered old man in his life in old age seemed to say to others: 

“ ‘Grow old along with me! 

The best is yet to be.’ ” 

His kindly face will be missed from a place around many firesides and from our va- 
rious gatherings. For a number of years his hearing was bad, but with a smile he 
sometimes said: “I’ll hear when I go up yonder.” Now he hears again, and it is the 
sweet strains of celestial music. In closing some notes on his life written not long be- 
fore his death he said: “I am depending alone on the blessed Saviour for salvation. 
I have been an unprofitable servant; and when I am called upon to lay down my ar- 
mor, I will say with Fanny Crosby: 

‘Some day — till then I’ll watch and wait. 

My lamp all trimmed and burning bright. 

That when my Saviour opes the gate. 

My soul to him may take its fiight. 

And I shall see him face to face, . 

And tell the story — saved by grace.’ ”

REV. JOHN MACON JOHNSTON. 

The subject of this sketch was born in Alabama January 20, 1825; and died at the 
home of his granddaughter, Mrs. Zuella Johnston, Alexandria, La., March 19, 1912. 
His parents were Charles and Elizabeth Macon Johnston. They moved from North 
Carolina to Alabama in 1818. He was the youngest of the family. The teachings of 
pious parents impressed his young mind, and he recalled with pleasure the visits 
of Ebenezer Hearn and Granberry Garrett and their talks around his father’s fireside. 
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Thus was implanted in his young mind the truth that later developed into the strong 
spiritual character of his ministry and manhood. 

He united with the Church in 1837. He was licensed to preach in 1860; was admit- 
ted into the Alabama Conference in 1864, where he served ten years. In 1875 he was 
transferred to the Louisiana Conference, and was a successful pastor for about twenty 
years. Even after he was forced to rest, he was ever ready to preach or labor to the 
limit of his strength. 

Brother Johnston was a man of deep convictions, strong will, and indomitable cour- 
age. His son. Dr. Julius Johnston, died of yellow fever in 1898, and in the absence of 
other preachers he conducted the funeral service over that boy whom he loved almost 
to idolatry. 

In 1850 he was married to Miss Elizabeth Moore, a most happy union. She died 
several years ago, and there seemed to fall over her husband a shadow that never lift- 
ed. His mind seemed to sympathize and suffer with the failing body. He had a fall 
on April 11, 1911, and never walked afterwards. He was almost continually in bed 
for eleven months — till death brought release to the weary sufferer and his freed 
spirit went to join the loved ones in the “land where there is no death.” 

Brother Johnston preached the funeral sermon of the father of this writer in 1882, 
having traveled thirty miles to do so; and after these years, in loving appreciation of 
that service and of his useful life, and by his own request made years ago, this tribute 
lias been written to his memory. How appropriate here are the words of the seer of 
Patmos, “Blessed are the dead which die in the Lord; for they rest from their labors, 
and their works do follow them!” J. D. Harpeb. 

REV. N. S. CORNELL. 

Rev. Nathan Sweetland Cornell passed from a world of trial and sufferings into the 
glory land September 10, 1912. He was the son of Abner and Mary Cornell, and was 
born in Saratoga County, N. Y., August 29, 1833. When a young man about twenty- 
four years of age he went to Mississippi, where he engaged in teaching school. In 
1859 he was married, and his wife proved to be a faithful and efficient helpmeet. She 
preceded him in joining the angelic hosts quite a number of years. Brother Cornell 
leaves behind one son, faithful H. N. Cornell, and two loving and devoted daughters, 
Mrs. J. H. McDade and Mrs. Julia Wynn. 

Feeling that God had called him to the ministry, he joined the Mississippi Confer- 
ence and was ordained deacon in the year 1860 and elder in 1862. The Minutes record 
that he. was admitted into the Louisiana Conference in 1875. The official records do 
not inform us as to the charges he served from 1875 to 1886, but, judging from his usu- 
al faithfulness and efficiency, we feel that they were years of great accomplishments, 
for he was then in the very prime of life. After this period of unrecorded service, 
Brother Cornell served efficiently the following charges: Columbia, 1886; Coushatta, 
1887-90; Waterproof, 1891-93; South Bossier, 1895; Haynesville, 1899; Delhi, 1900; Cal- 
houn, 1903-04; Gilbert, 1905; Floyd, 1906-07. 

Brother Cornell, after his long and useful active life, was superannuated at the 1907 
session of the Louisiana Conference. From this time to the day of his death he re- 
sided with his son, H. N. Cornell, at Atkins, La. 

Brother Cornell was one of our most useful preachers, though his refined modesty 
and unassuming manner may not have attracted so much attention as others not so 
well qualified.. He was a diligent student and an accurate thinker, keeping in close 
touch with the problems of his day and time, and was always active and energetic 
in aiding in the solution of those problems that came in his sphere of service. Though 
conscious that his mind had become clouded and his memory almost gone, he bore 
patiently and graciously the trials of his latter days. The interests of our Church 
were always’ dear' to ‘ his heart. Upon two occasions when Conference was near at 
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hand he wandered out alone, and when asked to return, replied that his duty was at 
Conference and that he must attend. 

God grant that we who are left behind may be as diligent in service and faithful to 
the trust committed to us!

REV. S. S. KEENER. 

Dr. S. S. Keener was the son of the late Bishop John C. Keener and Mary Spencer. He 
was born in the city of New Orleans August 3, 1857 ; and passed away peacefully on the 
morning of April 23, 1912, attended by his devoted wife, affectionate niece, and many 
faithful friends. 

He received his education at Centenary College of Louisiana and at Wofford College, 
in South Carolina, having a degree of Doctor of Divinity conferred by Emory College, 
Oxford, Ga. He united with the Louisiana Conference and was assigned to work at 
Alexandria in 1879. His labors and service are only indicated by the appointments he 
has filled in the State: In 1880, Patterson and Morgan City, being in that year admit- 
ted into full connection; in 1881-82, Lafayette (then Vermillionville) ; 1883, Mansfield; 
1884, Lake Charles; 1885-86, Rayne and Plaquemine Brulee; 1886-88, presiding elder of 
Opelousas (now Lafayette) District; 1889, Morean Street; New Orleans; 1890, Plaque- 
mine and Donaldsonville ; 1891, Rayne Memorial, New Orleans; 1892-94, First Church; 
Baton Rouge; 1895, Amite City; 1896, Dryads Street, New Orleans; 1897-1900, presid- 
ing elder of New Orleans District; 1901, presiding elder of Baton Rouge District; 1902- 
03, presiding elder of Crowley (now Lafayette) District. He was also a delegate to the 
General Conference which convened at Dallas, Tex., in 1902. In 1904 he served Jackson 
and Ethel. In 1905 he asked for the supernumerary relation, feeling already the premo- 
nitions of the relentless malady which ultimately caused his dqath. In 1906-07 he 
was again in active service, filling the charge at Morgan City. In 1908 he became 
presiding elder of the Monroe District, which appointment he held when he received 
the last summons, April 23, 1912. 

Dr. Keener was twice married. In 1880 he was united in marriage to Miss Anna 
Boatner, of Ouachita Parish. She was a noble soul, and their married life was lovely 
to the end, which came at her death, in 1906. His second marriage was to Miss Evelyn 
Wright, of Auburn, Ala., which happy union was severed by his death. 

His love for the Church of his Lord was manifested by a generous legacy to the an- 
nuity loan fund of the General Board of Church Extension, testifying at the same time 
his attachment and devotion to his beloved wife, who lives to mourn so great a loss. 

The name of Keener is inseparably woven into the fabric of Louisiana Methodism. 
While it is a sad truth that there is now no living descendant of the late Bishop John 
C. Keener bearing that honored name which is locked up in the archives of God, it is 
still true that the labors and benefactions of the Keeners for the Church they loved- 
so dearly will live in the memory of Methodist people as long as Methodism survives. 
His infiuence was actively and widely felt in the educational, financial, and other pro- 
gressive movements of the Church. 

He possessed some characteristics which were unique and peculiarly his own. He 
was strong in his convictions and positive in the assertion of them; thoroughly and 
rigidly orthodox, adhering strictly to the standards in both his personal faith and the 
gospel that he preached. He was absolutely uncompromising with evil, decidedly pro- 
nounced in his utterances, and was unyielding when a question of moral truth was 
presented to him. He was a true and devoted friend, willing to go to any length for 
one to whom he was really attached, except when it came in conflict with the interests 
of the Church. He was outspoken and never dissembled; everybody knew where he 
stood. He was endowed with a strong personality, combined with marked intellectual 
gifts. His perception was frequently quick as a stroke of lightning,, his logic accu- 
rate, his vision broad, and oftentimes he swept an entire field of thought in an instant. 
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Those who sat under his ministry readily discerned the one aim of his sermons — 
the exaltation of Christ. His whole pulpit thought seemed to he dominated by the 
words of his Master: “And I, if I be lifted up, will draw all men unto me.” No 
strange fire burned on the altar, no unbeaten oil illumined the sanctuary when he 
ministered in holy things. 

The home life and generous hospitality of Dr. Keener added charms to his many 
other noble qualities. Here he was seen at his best. He was never forgetful of his 
friends and loved ones.. Notwithstanding his firm and decided temperament and pro- 
nounced views, he was as tender as a woman in his consideration for those whom he 
loved. During his last illness his faith remained unshaken, and he was thoroughly 
reconciled to the will of his Master. The last conscious act of his life was to elevate 
his hands, pronounce the apostolic benediction over a world from which he was fading 
away as he was being translated into the “house of many mansions.” “And there was 
silence for a moment in heaven, and a new voice was added to God’s choir.”

MRS. J. D. STAYTON. 

Mrs. Fannie Stayton was born in Kentucky and moved with her husband, J. D. 
Stayton, to Louisiana, and there with him took part in the various appointments given 
them in the Louisiana Conference. She often felt that the work was hard and required 
great sacrifice, work, and suffering; for the mode of traveling from appointment to 
appointment was not, as now, by trains of cars, but often by private conveyances, such 
as wagons, carriages, or buggies. She did not murmur, but, like the heroine she was, 
stayed by Brother Stayton and assisted him in the great work of the itinerancy until, 
over twenty-five years ago, he fell at his post, near Coushatta. Here, being left a wid- 
ow with several children, she managed to give them a liberal education and reared 
them to manhood and womanhood. By economy and good management she also pro- 
vided herself and them a comfortable home, where, with a little help she received from 
the Conference, she lived in tolerable comfort. She always felt that her house was the 
preachers’ home, and wanted them to feel so. She loved to entertain them and wanted 
them to visit her. About a year before she died she was visited by the presiding elder 
accompanying the writer, who was then her pastor. The visit she appreciated very 
much, and she joined in the prayer very earnestly. The writer, as pastor, visited her 
quite often, and always found her glad to receive him and his wife as often as they 
could come, still insisting on their coming oftener. Her health began to fail her a lit- 
tle over a year, before she died, though she kept going. During this time she would say 
she would be glad if the time would come for her to go, for she was ready and anxious 
to go to her heavenly home. She constantly trusted her blessed Saviour. Being asked 
several times by her pastor if she was prepared to go to her reward, she would always 
say that she was ready. She was confined to her bed a week or so before she died. Dur- 
ing this time, If asked how it was with her, she would always say: “All right.” A few 
days before death came she became paralyzed in her right side, which affected her 
tongue. On being asked by her pastor if she was still ready to go home to glory, she 
tried to talk but could not articulate plainly, but indicated that she was ready and 
waiting. She died on the 4th of August, 1912. We buried her in the Springville Cem- 
etery on August 5. 

She was a grand Christian woman, and was distressed to see the people so indiffer- 
ent to Church and Church work. Let us follow her as she followed Christ Jesus our 
Lord and meet her in glory. She was about eighty-four years of age. R. A. Davis. 



MRS. B. F. ALEXANDER. 

Sister Alexander was a daughter of Brother Butterworth, a member of the Belle- 
bower Church, on the Keachie Circuit, in the Shreveport District. She was brought 
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up in that community, and was first married to Brother Jeptha Landrum during the 
year 1864 or 1865. Shortly after their marriage Brother Landrum located, and they 
went to Galveston, Tex. Here Brother Landrum lost his moorings and drifted out of 
the ministry and the Church. Had it not been for the saving influence of this godly 
and faithful woman he would have made a complete shipwreck of his life and soul. In I 

the year 1877 Brother J. T. Davis and I called upon them while on our way from 
Shreveport, via Galveston, to Conference in New Orleans. They were keeping an eat- 
ing and boarding house, and were in straitened circumstances. Brother Landrum being 
more or less dissipated; but she was firm and steadfast in the faith. Brother Davis j 

and I urged ' Brother Landrum to return to the work of the Master, but he hesitated 
on the ground that he had betrayed his trust and feared that God would not accept 
his offering. But Brother Davis, sustained by his dear, faithful, and devoted wife 
and me, urged him to return, assuring him that God could have mercy, would forgive 
and accept. Either at the end of that year or the year following they returned to 
Mansfield, where he had surrendered his credentials twelve years before. By that 
Quarterly Conference he was recommended for reinstatement into the ministry and 
Conference. Without a dissenting voice the Conference restored him and restored his 
credentials, after which he did several years of good work for us. No one had more to 
do with his restoration than the dear woman who is the subject of this memoir, and ■ 

no one rejoiced more than she. His last work was the Evergreen charge; and in that ’ 

county he died in 1885 or 1886, leaving his dear wife running a small place in that 
country, where she taught school. And another preacher found her, wooing and win- : 

ning her heart and hand. They were married during the year 1888 and lived together 
three years, when he died, leaving her a widow indeed. I am persuaded by what I j 

saw of her that she was a model preacher’s wife. She had no children, and was left I 

alone by the death of Brother Alexander, which occurred in 1892, if I mistake not. She 
then came to Caddo Parish and lived with her brother in the old community. I was 
her pastor during the years 1893 and 1894, and found her very useful in the Church 
and a great help to her pastor. She took great pleasure in the work of Christ, and 
helped — yea, was the heart of — the woman’s work in that Church. I have seen but 
little of her since that time, as she went to Texas, and I heard of her only through the 
Joint Board of Finance; but I am sure that she died as she had lived, honoring and 
serving her Master, and that while we are doing the Master honor through her she is 
giving him glory and praise with the disembodied host beyond the river.
